glory, Now, though truely we muſt profeſſe, with Kevirent 
Mr. Exton, Writing concerning the ſame people, in h Epiftle 
te bas Booke called, The Quakers confated, That we cannot 
apprehend that there ii any hope of convinciag theſe per- 
ſons of the error of their way, ſo farre are they under the 
very power of the ſpirit of deluſion, and profefied enmity to 
the Ordinances of Chriſt Jeſus our Lord: Yet, for the fur- 
ther ſecuring, and fuller ſattsfying of the people of God, we are 
induged te Anſwer this Reply of Tames Nayler, for the clearer 
manifeſting of the wickeaxeſſe and folly of theſe wen, aud their 
Principles: And though it coſt w new revilings, and more bitter 
eurfings from this Peeple, which we fully expett : Tet what are we,

This is de- 
pyed by him, and miſerably ſhaffled ; yet we cvilently prove 
it, even by their one Bookes; and other te{timony, 

6. That wiv arc not juſtified by that Rightconſneſſe which 
Chriff in hu owne Perſon fulfilled, without . This is not de- 
nyed, though ſo wicked a Doctrine, bat a new afferied, and 
mo tittle of an aaſwer te our Arguments. 

7. That mes are juftifi:d by that Righbtronſncſſe. which Chriſt 
within them evablerto performe. This we proved by (ix evident 
teſtimonies, two of which Naylor oncly ſhuf fes in; but we 
ſhall eleare them, and anſwers nothing to plaive >criprure 
againſt them.

to be regarded, There was a time when the Law was net en- 

raven in Tables of Stone, therefore when it was engraven, ; 
lee maſt not looke upon it at rule of life, or judge- 

ment. There was atime when the will of God was not writ- 

ten, wat not Seripturez therefore when Chrift bids you ſearch 

the Seriptures, you necd not heed them ar all. But we leave 

the Reader to laugh at this abſard conſe ſuence The Bere ins 
judged by another light then James Nay/er doth. who though 

they knew there was a time when Seripture was not written, yet 

they tryed the ſpirits and cottrines of Paul and Sil by the 
Scriptures. And the Spirit it ſelte inſpired and moved holy 

men of God to writg the Scriptures, to leave them asa tryall 

and touch ſtone of ſpirits, though ence there was a tiese when 

there was no written word, But oh! how doth God infatuate 

men, when they will net ſubmit te the authority of his Word. Ke 
He falls a rayling execedingly, and ſayes, We have mo guide Excef. 
but the letter (becanſe we afſert the authority of Scripture) and 
addes, how mary minds, how many formers, bow mitny gods doe yo 
worſhip? and all pretend Seriptyre, If it be poſſible to rake up

judge of DoFrive:, but the wfal ible ſbirit of the Pe. We 
hope God will difcorer them ere lon to be men meere'y acted 
by the ſpitit of Anti- chtiſt; but we ſhall give you a fall anſwer 
under theſe two confiderations.,

things aud to enter inte his glory, Doth not Peter lay plaiacly, 
that in the writings of Paul. there ate 2 Pet 3. 16, A er 
things, and hard te be underflood;and ſuch as the unſtabie and 
unlearned reſt; and yer thoſe Writing aud Epilt et doe not 
loſe their anthoricy, becauſe of the d;vc:firies and darienede of 
Beleeyers thoughts. Scripture rightly anderfi-od will clearcly 
diſcover every ipi: it, and every DoGtine, though the beſt of 
men, knowing but in part, 1 Cor, 13. g. and ſo not ſully raking 
in the genuire ſenſe of Scripture, may have, through their

ſo meerely compoſed of rayling, and abuſing us, and ſo beyond 
expeRation ſottich and ſenſeleſſe, chat we ſhould not have 
thought it at all worth our anſwer or obſervation. 

Were we not ready accerding to that rule, 1 Pet. 3. 15. to 
give a reaſen of the boys that i in ts ; and that Tit. 1. 9. 10. 11, 
to convince faineſayers, (whoſe wonther muſt be ſtenped) we ſhould 
not have troubled ckee, or our ſelves, with anſwering ſuch tri- 
viall exceptions as doe hereafrer follow, again what we have
